Paris, Nov. S. — The Gaulois, thi.>« 
inoriiing referring to to-day's sitting of 
the peace couiuiisHiou, says it will in no 
way modify tlie Spanish- American situ- 
ation, " its the American commissioners 
liavo orders to await further iiistnic- 
tioiis from AVasliington.'' 

The Gaulois then says those instruc- 
tloua will, depend, upon- the rcsiilts of 
the elections, which the paper mentioned 
thinks will be favorable to the ll<'publi- 
cans, adding: " TIic American govern- 
ment will eventually recognize that 
peciiniai^ compensation is due to Spain 
for the evacuation of the Philippine 
islaiida, nnd' the negotiations will con- 
tinue and: be" brought to a satisfactory 
conclusion -in a friendly spirit." 

London, Nov. 9.— The Times says this 
morning: "Whatever may be the result 
ot the elections in the United States the 
adininiHtration has gone too far to retreat 
on the Philipiiine question. The Ameri- 
can repl.v may perhaps modify the orig- 
iiiid proposals but there is no doubt the 
main doniiind will be pressed to a suc- 
cessful conchision. It is impossible not 
to feel sympathy with Spain nnd we 
trust on the liiianolnl- side the Americans 
will show thomBclvcs generous toward .a 
fallen enemy."

EoosBvelt Governor of New York

The Ugures referred to by Mr. Uab- 
cock were coutainc'l in his predictioas 
that the Uopublicans would have a ma- 
jority over all of ubout 25. 

DEMOUKATS CLAIM CONGRESS. 

Since curly evening Secretary Kerr, 
of the Democratic c-oiigressional commit- 
tee, and u small corps of political stu- 
tisticiaiis have been working on returns 
received, at Democratic congressional 
headquapters. To the Associated Press 
Secretary Kerr said at 1 o'clock: 

"The Bepubllcans liave lost control of 
the house of representatives. We will 
have from 180 to lt)0 members and will 
organize the house of the 5Gth c>ougress. 
The majority of the opposition will be 
from 15 to 20 over the Kepublicans, and 
perhaps mor6." 

BOOSBYELT-S VICTORY. 

^'ew York, Nov. 8.— Shortly after the 
polls closed the crowd began to assemble 
in front of the newspaper otBces ou 1 arlc 
Row to watch the bulletins announcing 
the returns which were flashed at in- 
tervals of ten or fifteen seconds. In 
less tfaau one hour the thoroughf.ircs 
from Brooklyn bridge entrance to the 
post otHce was thronged with men and 
women. The passage of street cars and 
mail wagous was blocked by the un- 
usually large assemblage and the police 
had plenty of work to keep the sight- 
Heers from being injured when tlie vehi- 
cles made their way slowly through the 
cheering mass of humanity. 

The earliest returns from the city dis- 
tricts favored Kousovelt and the wear- 
ers of the "Rough Riders" button rent 
the air with yells of victory. A little 
later when the bulletins announced the 
plurality in the cily proper for Tan 
Wycy and the gain in the adjoining 
. boroughs the Tammany cohorts took au 
inning. . • • \ 

The more conservative Dcmocrata 
watched the teltale figures as they ap- 
peared OB the several sheets of canvas 
and saw that the city vote was beblnd 
expectations. A prominent Tammany 
leader said: "Van Wyek is beaten and 
,New York city has defeated him. The 
.vote, of the state for Roosevelt will 
. smother our local advantage and 1 tliink 
the Colonel will win by 20,000 at least." 

That this man had scrutinized the re- 
turns carefully was soon clearly demon- 
strated when one of the leading Tam- 
many uewHpaper.s conceded the victory 
to Roosevelt by 40,000 plurality. This 
concession was hailed with delight by 
the followors oC Col. Itoosevelt. At nine 
o'clock the DeniocratH had given up all 
hope of success and began to figure how 
far ahead their opponents' ticket would 
go. Rough estimates wore made that 
Roosevelt would win by from 25,000 to 
30,000 but some of the more sanguine 
Democratic organs kept dashing the 
cheering news that A''an Wycli's majority 
in Greater New York would more than 
offset Roosevelt's lead in the rest of the 
state. The claims only softened the 
Hting of defeat mid very soon the bulle- 
tins Hhowed that Hoosevelt had won. 

The utmost good feeling existed during 
the night among the spectators. It was 
the most orderly election that the police 
had ever been called upon to handle, only 
one arrest being made. 

Oyster Bay, L. I., Nov. S.— Col. Roo.se- 
velt was notified to-night of his victory 
by telegram from Chairman Odell of the 
Republican state committee, saying he 
had boon elected governor by from 30,- 
000 to 40,000 plurality.

A 
short time a scheme was formulated to 
give the club new life and a more solid 
fooling-, Conseiiuently the idea was 
s.-mclioned !il a meeting of the members 
to limit the club mcmhershii) to (iOO 
ri'sideiit meinbers at .';;15, having al.so 
iion-resideiit membership of 150 at 
?7.5(). A strong committee was 
pointed to carry out the projxisal. but 
before anythiijg -was done activelv it 
was thought fpest to wait till the" citv 
authorities 'jiaM. been definitely hoard 
from with rc^ftl 'j;6 a proposition made 
to them to bift'Wthe building for a tech- 
nical school or a public gymnasium. 
The members of the committee appoint- 
ed all Koem to be quite ehthnsrastic, and 
that the chances were that, they would 
be able to carry their scheme into oiwr- 
alioii ill ti couple of wileks^ when it is 
hoped that the club doors will be opened 
to receive all loyal supporters. Regard 
ing the action to be taken by the mort- 
gagees, who have been pressing for 
payment lately, the secretary said he 
knew nothing. 

DK. WUIGHT'S FUNEUAL. 

No event in recent years has so 
stirred the public of Ottawa as the 
death of Dr. II. P. Wright. The pro- 
found sympathy felt for the family, as 
well as the respect and love of all for

WILL FOLLOW ANDREB. 

French Aeronaut I'rcparing to JIake 
Balloon Voyage to the Pole— Will 
Avoid Andree'a. Mistakes. 

Not discouraged by the fate of 
Aiidrce, who, living or dead, has spent 
fifteen months iu the unkiiowu, M. 
Souvlgny, the French aeronaut, whose 
name is a synonym of aerial adventure, 
will start for the iwle as soon as his 
great balloou, Le Trlumpli, is com- 
pleted, 'i'he failure of Aiidrce, far 
from discouraging this aeronaut, has 
stunulated his zeal, and he is preparing 
to win for France the paini reserved 
for him who is bold enough to' reach 
the pole. 

JI. Souvigiiy's project does not date 
from yesterday; it was conceived in 
]S'J3. In that year lie proposed the 
building of a balloon upon lines that 
were at once accepted by l''rench scien 
lists. Soon after Uiere arose the An 
dre seiisatjoii, and it was decided to 
wait until the result of Andrce's trip 
had been seen. At the time the Swed- 
ish explorer started off into the clouds, 
with a threatrical wave of his hand, M. 
Soiivigiiy, who was among the spectat- 
ors, saiil aloud, " He w-ill never conn 
back; the (toiulitions of his balloon an. 
not sullieient to parry the enormous 
risk of a long voyage — such as the loss 
of gas, the deformation of an airship, 
and the ability to repair." 

Lung experience in aerial voyages and 
a Kcieiitili(.' knowleilge of the different 
elements of a balloon are necessary for 
an expedition; and while Andreo had 
neither <iiie nor the Other of these, M. 
.Soiivigny possesses both. He has 
made hundreds, of .trips, and he at one 
time matched ■ any, aeronaut in the 
world to make nibreliisce&siohs than he. 

The balloon .xhichi;, he' .Will construct 
is very" similar to La" France, built by 
Godard<and Surcouf, although it dif 
fers from it in certain csscntiuls. It is 
a balloon in which a man might live 
forever, only coming to eartli when he 
wanted food which could not be killed 
in the air. 

The balloou will cube 11,000 metres, 
and its circumference will be 8ti metres. 
It will be inflated with pare liydroen 
gas, and it will have a lifting power of 
32,000 kilograms, or. 24,000 pounds. 
The 12,000 kilograms will be represent- 
ed by the weight of the balloon and the 
weight of the crew, and also the provi- 
sions, the baggage,, the ; engines for 
making gas and the ballast, which -will 
be very heavy. 

"When Aiulree went up ho took no gas 
generator with him, as ho would not 
need it. He ex|iected to return the 
next day, or as he exjiressed it, " three 
days at the most." He expected that 
he W'ould reach the pole in 12 hours. It 
was all very simple, but he reckoned 
lyithont the wind. Our local authority, 
Steiihens, "the balloon ascensioiiist, pre- 
dielc'd at the time tliat Andree would 
iievtr return, attributing the fact 
wholly to tlie lack of a gas generator. 
-■Viidi-ee would inevitably descend, after 
\yliicli he must remain on land, aud 
live only as long as foixl lasted. 

The length of time in whcih a balloon 
can soar over the i>olar seas is governed 
by the impermeability of the silk of the 
balloon. The great captive balloon 
which will be constructed by Souvlgny 
will be so varnished and finished inside 
and out that it will not Uise over 1 per 
ci'iit. a day of gas, if as much. But 
he is calculating upon a daily loss of 
2 per cent., so as to be on the safe side. 
By lightening the ballast, the balloon 
can remain a great, deal longer in the 
air. antf Souvlgny. expects to stay up 
40 days. 

t)ne unique feature of this balloon 
will be a smaller balloon in the iaterior, 
which is to preserve the geometrical 
f<irm of the balloon. No matter how 
unsatisfactorily the wind bloAvs the bal- 
loon will keep her shape. This will 
make it possible' to employ a regular 
steering apiiar.-itus, in which there need 
be little allowance for deviation. It is 
hardly possible that if the right course 
111' taken the ship will need to remain 
(id days in the air, but the inventor 
cliiinis that h(> can easily make her 
lloat as long as that. 

Surrounding this big balloon will be 
12 small balloons, which are to make 
up the loss of gas. Those balloons can 
be tilled by machinery, so that each day 
an amount eipuvalent to the exhausted 
air v.ill be iiuniped into the smaller bal- 
loiins. Ac(-ordiug to this calculation, 
Ihe air supply need never to give out, 
but .M. Souvlgny, who realizes that the 
r.nexpeeteil i>; ajit to happen in balloon- 
ing, calculates on the loss Of a small 
percentage daily. 

The entire stretch of unexplored re- 
gions around the pole is 3,300 kilo- 
metres, or 1,050 miles; nnd Souvlgny 
caleulales that witll an ordinary wind 
they could traverse the entire uiiex- 
Iiloi-ed regions in a few weeks. They 
will take with them a telecimera or 
telephoto, -ndiicli takes long distance 
photographs with groat accuracy. 

There will, be five in the crew besides 
the aeronaut . These will' consist of 
two second aeronauts, one chemical 
nietoiM-ologist, one explorer who has 
navigtited the polar seas nnd knows his 
way from experience; and one physi- 
cian, who.- also-, knows liis.iway iai the 
polar seas. The two latter.: wiH.be ap- 
jioiiitcd by one -of-.tbe-ihiDJ^liers of mar-

The money necessary fpji.-Jhe building 
nnd etinlpplng of the biillpon will be 
500.000 francs, of .'5100,000.

So says Bugineer-in-chiof 
Melville in his annual report, and then 
ho proceeds to note tho important les- 
sons, so far as they respect the m ichin- 
ery of the vessels, which have been 
tnught bythat esperience. as follows: 

i'. Tiie vital necessity of giving the 
machinery of vessels in reserve frequent 
tests under working conditions, so that 
any defects may be discovered and reme- 
died before war makes the Teasel's ser- 
vice absolutely necessary. In several 
cases defects were found after the ship 
liad begun cruising, and tho repairs laid 
them up in tho midst of the war. 

2. The great iniportniico of having all 
our naval stations in positions of strate- 
gic value properly lilted out for repairs, 
iuid with adeiiuate supplies of non-per- 
i.-,halde stores. It had been evident for 
a long time that Key West was such a 
station, but money to put in n proper re- 
pair plant was refused year after year, 
and onlv granted after the war had be- 
gun. The movement of large bodies of 
troops and their equipment almost block- 
ed the railroads, so that after the be- 
ginning of the war it was almost im- 
[lossible to secure the forwarding of tools 
and supplies. 

3. That fresh water for tlie boilers is 
almost as important as coal, and that 
u distilling ship is an important adjunct 
of a licet operating away from a base 
where fresh water can bo readily obtain- 
ed. . , . 

4. That everv fleet needs a repair ship 
to enable the efficiency to bo maintained 
without leaving tho station, and conse- 
quently, tliat several ships should bo 
e(|uip|ied so as to be ready to proceed 
Willi the fleet. 

5. The great tactical advantages of 
water-tube boilers. This has already 
been discussed under another head. 

fi. That if more than two main en- 
gines are to be fitted, there should be 
three engines driving three screws, and 
not two main engines on each shaft. Tho 
New York and iirooklyii had their for- 
ward engines disconnected at the time 
of the Santiago fight and could not stop 
to couple tlieni. An aecident to any 
part nf either of the two engines on a 
shaft disables half the jiower. in tho 
lliree-screw ship this fraction would, bo 
onlv II Ibird. . 

1. That tlu^re slinuld be frenuent trials 
under forced draft to keep the blowers 
in goo,v condition and to make the men 
tbcroughlv familiar with working under 
nia.\iniiini conditions. It appears, that 
some of tho ships had never -been under 
forced draft since their contract trials 
until the day of~the fight at Santiago. 

. That the location oC the forced draft 
blowers is a matter of serious imiiort- 
anco. In some of our ships, owing to the 
deiuands for all other space for oilier 
purposes, the blowers had to bo located 
in corners or pockets in the lire rooiiis, 
whore it was impossiblo for human be- 
ings to give them proper attention, owing 
to the inteuHo heat due to lack of ventil- 
ation. In tho Cincinnati tempera lures 
sent hy Mr. A. J. CuminKS, of Salni,-iii 
-Anil, is exceptionally gofxl, and the In- 
dian and broom corn from Kelowna is, 
some nf it, 14 feet in length, Tlie pro- 
duction of broom corn in this province 
has never before boon atteiiiptcd, and 
there seems to bo no reason why it 
should not develop into a lucrative 
branch of farming. The Indian corn on 
view seems to contradict tho popular be- 
lief that it cnnnot bo grown in tins 
province to adviintago. Tho fruit.s arc 
from Chilliwnck, Kelowna nnd from the 
vicinity of Victoria, Spocimons of to- 
bacco grown nt Kelowna and of the 
cigars nianufactured from it are also to 
be seen, the (piiility of the cigars being 
pronounced bv those qualified to judge 
as far sii|ieri'or to any oilier manufac- 
tured from home-grown tobacco. ^ ■ ■ i 

J. h. Toole, the 'HngltslJ; comedian^ 
just undergone a successful operation lor 
cntnrnct. Tho preliminary operation was 
performed two months ago, ana now 
all impediment to his sight has been rC' 
moved.

DISPOSAL OB' CROWN LANDS. 

Tho publiciition ot tho notice l-OK:inl- 
ing Crown Liuiil sales hiiviiij,- dirccti'd 
illU'lilidii t" tliilt (l(']):ii'tliicnt: i)!' tho jmb- 
lic sorvico, some I'urthi'r disoussioii of it 
will bo timely. Thu ei'owii liuids of 
British Columliia fonn ii verj' vahKibic 
asset of tho province, but they nro (d 
no valuo unless realized upi)n. The 
pnivin(.'<' caiiiud pMy its debts wilb land 
that it will not allo-v people to purchase. 
Tho policy of locking up the public do- 
main in the hands of tho Crown is as 
niisi liievinis iis the policy of perniitlin}; 
private iiulividiials to loci; it; \ip. If a 
man who wants a piece of laud cannot 
set it, the result is the same whetlur 
it is liopt from him by some private 
speeulatia- or by a ))ublic speculator 
c'allin;; itself the fjovernnient. AVhat we 
all want to see is the vacant l.'Uul ef tlie 
province occupied by people who will 
\ltili7.e it. One hundred aud sixty acres 
of land in a state of nature cwiumI by 
tho Crown is not to bp cenipared in 
valno to one hundred and sixty acres 
with a ninu on it who owns it. 

'I"he lirst cliauKc which we su^'l:est in 
rotation to the crown landa, is the res- 
cinding of tho hite notice regnrdiiiB 
sales. It is absurd that every niau who 
wants a piece of laud slioidil be obliKed 
to lay hi.s whole busiiies.s liefore Mr. 
Semlin, who will discuss it prer with his 
folleajrues, and then let him hnve the 
land or not, as they niiiy deeui expedient. 
We are utterly oppesed to such pater- 
nalism, This has hitherto been re^rard- 
cd as a free country, where a nnin 
eoidd enRUKo in any business he pre- 
ferred, so lonfr as it was iu)t contrary to 
the pulili<' interest. 'I'his applies to 
•every line of industry. It M'as ri.i;ht to 
apply it to the pnrcliase of crowu laads. 
Under the now rcKinie, a inaa who re- 
'fiuires a piece of crown laud in order 
to carry out any business enterprise he 
nniy liavo in hand, must submit his 
plans to Mr. Sendin ae.d their col- 
leagues. Tills is un-British and is cal- 
culated to repress entcri>rise, to say 
nothing of tho abuses whieh such a pol- 
'icy makes jiossible. 

• The second cliiMi}.'i> ou--;bt to be the 
prompt reiicil of that section of the 
•crown laud act, which (oulisealos one- 
<inarter of a man's property, if be has 
the supreme liardihooil to do soUH'thiuf; 
-upon it which nnikes pcoiile want to 
come there aud live. This section was 
inserted in the l.'iw in IS'JC, in response 
to the clamor of so-called land reform- 
ers. 

. Tlio third chanpe which we supKost is 
r,\ radical one. naundy that every acre 
of crown laud within tiie province 
should be oi)eu to purchase by the pub- 
lic at public auction. Wo do not mean 
that all tho crown land should be i)ut 
lUp for side, but that no land shoidd be 
sold, except to actnnl settlers under the 
pre-emption law, except by public a\ic- 
+ion to tho highest bidder, and that any 
'land should bo so obtainable on certain 
-coiulitions. 

To carry out such a plan the law 
woidd have to be carefully fniined so 
as to prevent the IncUiufj up of larse 
areas for speculative purposes. The 
hiw would liave to be carefully dr.awa 
up, and after a jiood deal of considera- 
tion. .Siniiily as an illustration of what 
w(> have in mind, and not as a ib'fiuite 
wnclusioa as to tlio proper details, we 
suggest that tho Rublic domain slioidd 
he classed under several heads, as Col- 
lows: 

Land for actual use for agriculti rel 
purposes. 

Land for me tor miUlng purposes. 

Land for use for general inanufactnr- 
purposes. 

Laini for townsites. 

Other elassiiications wight be advis- 
able, but these will do far purposes of 
illustration. Any person desiring to 
purcb.isi' land for (Mther of the three 
purposes first above named uiiglit do so 
by apiilication to the deparlnu'Ut speci- 
fyiu;.- the land recpnred and the pur- 
jiose for which it was dosirOd. On re- 
ceipt of such application the depnrt- 
nien.t should at onco advorfiKO tho land 
for sale for such a purpose to llie higli- 
<'st bidiler iit i)ubli;- auction, giving no- 
tice of not less than thirty days, and 
perhaps even nioro. An upset price 
should b6' fl.sed, and tlio purchaser, who- 
ever he.,miBht be. should be re(iniri>d to 
carry -out the eonilitions prescribeil by 
the ' law" in regard to purchases for 
either of tho purpose specified in tlio ap- 
plication. This would prevent factious 
opposition to bona fide purchasers. 

The conditions of the sale might be 
ati fi)llows: At the time of sale the 
purchaser should be nicpiired to pay a 
certain proportion of the purchase price, 
;«ay ,o/W!-lialf,^ aud should thereupon re- 

■ cptve' a •pVniiit '^wW'der whi?li he (.-ould

provcnKMits. The permit should bi? 
transferable, la the ease of agricul-

ostablishmouts, the condition might be 
the e.Npenditure of a certain tuuu per 
acre in erecting a plant within a spoci- 
(ied Mine, the gr.-iut to issue as in the 
case of agricultural lands. 

.Su<-h a pl;m as this :\y(>uld, we submit, 
firi'vent tho purchase of land for'purely 
speinilativ(! purposes, and at the same 
time give every person, who might bona 
iide intend to put laud to valuable use, 
an tipiwrtunity 'to acquire all he re- 
quired, wlillo discouraging more e.Kten- 
sive purchases than could be ju-olitably 
used. It wouM not be necessary for 
tho intending purchaser to specify the 
nature of the manufacturiiig business 
ho' intended to carry ou, as a general 
statement would show under what class 
of conditions tlio purchase came. 

In regard to townsites, the govern- 
ment (ou-ht to liiy tliesc> (oit at all 
points where tiiey appear to be neces- 
sary, aud should be obliged to do so on 
the application of a speciflod number of 
persons, deehirin;,- their belief tliat it is 
in the public interest that :i townsite 
should bo located at a certain point, 
accompanied by a deposit of money as 
a guarantee of good faith. AVlien any 
townsite had been located any person 
should be at liberty to purchase any bd, 
as long as it remained uugrauted, at 
public auction, after such reasonable 
notice as the law might require. There 
s!ii)uld be an niiset price on all lots, and 
sales .should be to the hi^;hesl, bidder, 
with a condition as to tbi> erection of 
buildings within a specitied time, the 
grant to be withheld until the condition 
had been complied with. In this and 
in the c;ises above nu'iitioned, the lirst 
inslahuent of tlie price should be for- 
feited if the ccoidilions of the sale were 
not complied with. An intending pur- 
chaser should bo permitted to hnve any 
lot put up at nuctiou at any time after 
the necessary notice. Improvements 
should he allowed to persons making 
them in all cases. 

Wo submit that if the crown lands of 
British Columbia were dealt with in 
the manner above laid out, with such 
variati(jns in detail as more careful 
study of tho matter might show to be 
desirable, the utilization of our public 
domain would bo stimulated, the public 
(Minvenieace would be greatly served, 
enterprise would be euconraged, aud a 
valuable asset would be made a source 
of rttvenne. At the same time, there 
would be no incentive to speculation. 
We invite the consideration of the 
government to the above suggestions. 

THE DEPARTURE OF 

THE ABERDEEXS. 

Lord and Lady Aberdeen will carry 
with them to their home the most kindly 
feelings of the Canadian people. Few 
incumbents of the vice-regal chair made 
a more conscientiona olTort to Ucej) in 
touidi with Canadian sentiment aifd 
lead Canadian opinion in riglit diree- 
tion.s than they. They have not always 
boon able to strike a poptdar note, but 
no one has ever attributed to them any 
but the utmost sincerity and singleness 
of purpose. 

His Excellency t^e Governor-General 
Ii!i8 not boon disposed to regard himself 
as by any means a figurehead to Ihc 
t)ody politic. He claimed the right to 
make bis own \ i('ws of what was ]iroiicv 
known and felt in the adininisinit ion of 
the affairs of the Dominion. Wliili 
many of us may not feel able to eudorsi 
his action at all times, all will cmicedi 
that his deinonstrat ion. that the f;"vcr 
nor-geiieralsliip is not a position <if 
mere passivity, will not lie, ou the 
whole, disadvantageous to Conada 
His efforts to understand Canadian sen 
fimciit were very successful, and his 
advice on public occasions was usually 
wise. 

The Countess of Aberdeen has shown 
herself to bo a strong personality, aud 
her infiuonco li.'ls been greatly for tin 
good of the people. It is impossible to 
come in contact with her and not be 
impressed by her sincerity and devotion 
to good works. The movements with 
which she identified herself were all for 
the lietterni"nt of mankind, rand- t'"" 
stimulus vdiich her presence and work 
in Canada yave to reforms of various 
kinds will be lasting. 

Tho offlcinl stay of such distinguished 
people, animated by qualities of ho high 
an ordi-r, has bad in Canada a highly 
beueticial cfr.vt in more ways tliMU can 
very well be mentioned. In a coinpara- 
tivel.v new country like our own, where 
people from one grade ot society are 
constantly passing into other grades, tin 
example of right living and bro.-iil ('liris- 
ti.'in fellowship set. by Lord Mud Laily 
.MiiTil"cn can lianlly fail to be instru- 
mental in doing much good. 

The people of Victoria, who on tin 
two occasions on which they visited tin 
city came lo know them very well. liav( 
(iidy the most i)leasant memories of 
their ollicial career, and we feel that 
we voice tho sentiment of all in ccpress- 
Ing tho hope that health, long life and 
pros[)erity may be theirs. 



CANADA AND Till] WEST IXDIIOS. 

There is considerable (nik in Eastern 
Canada aud in .Taniaica about tho annex- 
ation of that island anil the other Brit- 
ish possessions in tlio Wwit Indies. We 
are inclined to doubt the expediency of 
any other pblitfchi connection' between 
these portimis of the Empire than now 
esists. If it would be of any advant- 
age to both regions to remove all trade 
barriers between them, this, we suppose, 
could be done as readily without any 
political change ns with. .one. ' It could 
hardly serve ony spoclnl good purpose to 
the West Iinlies to have their nffali's nd- 
rniiHslered friun Ottawa, or to be of any 
advantage to Canada to have reprosenta- 
tives from the isla nds' accorded a voice 
HI tho making and administration of our 
huvfl. . ,,Thorc inny'ifie rca^^s^foE^^uch a 
luiinn that have not yet suggcstea &iom- 
selvcs to us, but at present we feel in- 



clhied to tlie vtew.tjiat all the good fea- 
tures of such an hrnuigomoht can be got 
liy a reciprocal tariff, ^^'e agree fully 
with the Montreal Herald that the ques- 
tion is not outside of the held of disncs- 
sion, but think that the essential pre- 
ri'(iuisiti' lo any discussion is a statement 
as lo what confederation w'ith tlie Wost 
lailies would give US' which cannot be 
ohlained just as well without eiicuinbei- 
inj; either jiart of the Empire with the 
purely domestic problems affecting the 
other part. There may perhaps be sotne 
treaty arrangements with' foreign pow- 
ers, which prevent the negotiation of a 
cuniprebensivo reciprocity Kcheine with 
Canada or the establishment of a pro- 
fcrenrial tarilT. The whole subject is 
one that requires a gi»fld deal of light to 
he tlirown upon it before it becomes a 
live Issue in the Dominion. 



A CO.VTltAST. 

The American illustrali'd pajau-s eon- 
Iniu pictures of the celebrations in 
riiiladeliihia and Chicago in honor of 
peace with Spoin. Some may think the 
festivities a littlo premature, hut the 
irresistible impulse of the American pnb- 
lii' to avoid "getting left" will account 
fur almost anr'thing in this way. One 
of these pictures of the I'liiladelphia 
celehratiou shows Lieut. Ilobson being 
driven in a carriage in a 'parade and on 
either side is marching a man with a 
placard on a stick, announcing who the 
distingnislied occupant of the carriage 
is. Tile decorations in both cities were 
olnborato. The entbuainsm was terriftc. 

Contrast this with tho return of Kitch- 
ener and the Guards. The British popu- 
lace certainly displayed sufUclent en- 
tluisiasm, bat it was purely spontaneous. 
It was iiu unrehearsed and wholly pojui- 
liir w(dc(jine. There was no reviewing 
stand, from which tlie great men of the 
land bowed acknowledgments to the 
OitRrds. No one walked in procession 
witli a placnnl labelled "Kitchener," 
f(jr thi> purpose of indicating that dis- 
tiaguisbed ollleer. so that the public 
would recognize him. 

The contrast Is a marked one. We shall 
not stop to compare tho two campaigns, 
for they are so unlike that romi)arison 
woald end in confusion. The pidiit up- 
on which it is worth while lo speak is 
the entliusiasni ot the Americans. It 
has certainly been grotesipie, but it is 
very representative of tho feeling of th(! 
people, who have tho most grotesque no- 
tions concerning what their anny and 
navy did in the late war. The great 
mass of Americans think that, siuci? war 
was tirst waged on earth, there has 
lieeu nothing quite as lieroic as the ex- 
ploits of thoir soldiers and sailors dur- 
ing the rumpus with Spain, This is not 
umiatnral. They are like children with 
a now toy. This was their tirst real 
foreign war, for tho squal)ble with Cri'at 
Britain in 1812 and the invasions of 
Mexico could hardly bo claimed as for- 
eign wars. 'I'he funniest part of the 
whole business is that the same pajiers, 
which now cliiini the victory over Si)ain 
to ho the greatest tiling ever accomplish- 
c(l, a few months ago were busy endeav- 
oring to demonstrate that Spain was 
about, the weakest power in (^hrislen- 
(loin. The enlhusiasm <ivcr which it is 
impossible not to siiule, is n boyish ebnl- 
lition, but it is through such processions 
that a self-reliant nation is developed. 
With our own country it is dilTerent. 
l']tigland litis foujrilt twtMity-f'nir wars 
with h'rtince alone. Almost every yetir 
sees siddiers returning to the shores of 
Britain, who have performed feats of 
marvelous courage and endurance. The 
slory of one famous achievement has 
liarilly been told before, fast on the heels 
of i.. coraos another. Tho swiimps of 
West Africa, the plains of Zululand, 
the mountain heights of tJic Himalayas, 
the deserts of the Soudan, these and so 
many <,tber places, that no one will pre- 
tend to recall Iialf the names, have shed 
new lustre on British arms within the 
memory of boys now at school. Almost 
every socitil circle in the Three King- 
doms h;is one or more heroes of tis gal- 
lant fetits as that for which half the girls 
in the United States have tried to kiss 
I-Iohson. The diflerenco between the 
two countries is like that between a 
young lawyer, who has won his first 
case, and a veteran at the bar. 

Our amlnlilo neighbors devoted yeslcr- 
diiy to saving tlie eountrj-. Come to 
think of it, it is not so sure thot tliey 
could save it anyway, for if one mjiy 
jml^-e of their choice between the poli- 
tical parties from tlie cartoons and news- 
|iii|)er headlines, it seems to be like th.it 
elTered by the negro preacher to his con- 
(.Tcwilion w;.;'ii lie said: "Brudders, dore 
IS two ivi.-i.i..;: one ic'iding to 'ternal per- 
'lilion, jind lie odder to everlnstin' des- 
truction. Which am ycr gwine ter 
elioose?"

MR. SIFTO.N'S RECORD. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier is quoted as say- 
ing that Mr. Sifton will not retire from 
the ministry of the interior to a more 
lucrative post, where the i)olitical winds 
do not blow so loudly. The Premier 
is also stated to have added that Mr. 
Sitton's .usefulness was so well recog- 
nized that it was not desired that he 
should quit his present place. Sir 
Wilfrid, of course,f is the best judge of 
the kind of men likely to serve liini best, 
but it will be diljicult to eoniprehenil 
iiow Jlr. Sifton is held to help him or 
the govoriinient. The records are 
looked to in vain for evidence of Mr. 
."sifton's success. lie is the iiead of 
the immigration dei>artiiient, and the 
immigration agi'iits he sends to the 
British Isles are greeted with hostile 
criticism in their sphei-es of l.'ibor. The 
immigration that attracts most atten- 
tion !o bis de|)arl]uenl work is objected 
lo by the people of the distrii-ts it is 
directed to, ou account of the new- 
comers' (pieer— if not uniileasani— cus- 
toms and mode of living. lie is, in one 
sense, the minister for the West, aud 
his sclienies in eoniiectiiui with the 
\\'est do not gain the sii]iiiort of the 
representatives of that part of the 
couulrv in parliament, even v. hen they 
;irc 1-iberals. Mr. Oliver, .M. I'., and 
the ICdnionlon Bulletin, the most Intlii- 
eiitial of llie Alberta papers, have as- 
sniucd towards biin an indepeinleiit 
si-mi-hostile tone. Mr. Uicliardson. M. 
I'., and the ^Viunipeg 1'ribune ari' oiien- 
ly hostile, ami make attacks upon him 
personally as well as upon his admiiiis- 
tralion. " So many Liberals, indeed, are 
a;;ainsi him that the situation amounts 
I almost to ii revolt. The wonder, as 
each new critic declares himself, is only 
! as to who will., be the next to speak 
Koit bis thoughts. If in tho East Mr. 
Sifton was winning respect or support, 
: to compensate for the losses lie is caus- 
I ing in the West, the benefit of his in cs- 
ence in the ministry would be uu !' -- 
I stood. But the boldest adulator will 
I not maintain that the lOastcrn iirovinces 
applaud him. lie is liiioun chictly as 
the minister who went furthest in si.p- 
IKirt of the .M:i.-keiT'.ic->;:!nn Yukon 
railway contract, the killi:.;: of whieh 
lias niade tie- sonaie prpidar, even 
among Liberals. If the I'reniier ad- 
mires the man wdio produces this sort 
of situation, well Epliniiin is joined to 
ills idols— let him alone.— Montreal Cia- 
zette. 



Sm WILFRID'S BOSSES. 

Sir Wilfrid is probably Isikiiig notice in 
these autumnal days wlien all things 
point toward sadness and invite iiiehin- 
idioly of the peculiar circumstance that 
it is the niini.slers be bnnight In from 
outside his old iiarliamentary following 
to "sirengtlien tin: governnu'nt" who 
have raised up for him eoeniies in all 
the four corners of his bailiwick. There 
were grumbh'rs against the astute Mr. 
Blair to be heard in New Bninswi(;k. 
before be Rot well accustomeil to dis- 
missing 'I'ory eini)loyees from the service 
of the Intercolonial. The ingratutude of 
tlie "Old UoiiL'cs" of this riroviiic(' to- 
ward the 1,'eiitleman who had taken u])- 
up his shoulders the responsibilities and, 
incidentally, the privileges of performing 
their share in the government of thus 
country, is loo recent and was too loud- 
tongued to be forgotten already. Then 
when il good Liberal wishes to express 
his dissatisfaction with the feoblo at- 
tempt made by bis government to "re- 
(orin the tariff" he seldom fails to re- 
mind the recipient of his woi'ful wailings 
of the dark fact that the liniiin.'e minis- 
ter, who is to blame for it all, was a 
newcomer, and knew nothing of tho long 
years of agitation and di'iiunciatiou 
which preceded the aei-iileni of 'Ull. 

.\nd now we have the western revolt 
against Mr. Sifton, the newest of the 
newcomers. We simply do not know 
Mr. Sifton down here well enough lo 
say half the things against him wliiidi 
lire being printed from day to day in 
the Liberal papers of lh(' West. Yet we 
iire not wholly nnncquaiiitcd with him. 
Soinelhiug was learned of his notions 
of good government wdien he proposed 
his famous Teslin Lake railway scheme 
which was to give awiiv tho Klondike 
goldlielils ju a farcical payment for. a 
railway that did not run anywhere lu'ar 
them, ; TliQn, again, we.: are now- learn- 
ing * something; of ni8»idoas .iboiit llie 
government ot a gold mining region, nnd 
his eoiiception'df.itho'prOpor kind of pf- 
licials to send to such a .district to keep 
order and administer the law. It was 
his idea, wo presume, that it would pre- 
serve (ho impartiality of his ofilcials— a 
quality exceedingly desirable under the 
eircuinstauce.M— if he permitted them to 
take u)) niining clninis and join in the 
tussle they were p.aid to supendse. So 
we Easterners know a little of him; but 
atiparently his political friends in rhe 
M'est know more; and they seem to be 
inclined to sliare their knowledge witli 
the rest of ns. 

All of which may lead ,Sir Wilfrid to 
take note of the eirctiinstaiice tlmt he 
brought in n good deal of 
trouble when lie strengthened his gov- 
ernment from outside his parliamentary 
party. It may be, of course, that ho 
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has Inid his a tteiit ion called to this hi; 
fore. I'os.sibly .Mr. .McMullen or Mr. 
S<M-iver or :jlr. Beausoleil or Mr. lOllis 
or .Judge Langelier or .ludwe Lisler or 
Mr. Riclmrdson may have chanced to 
mention the matter to him.— Montreal 
Star. 

MINE INSI'ECTIOX. 
The Aliner ilesires to direct the atten- 
tion of the provincial government to the 
verdict of the jury in the impiesl as to 
the cause of the recent disaster at th 
Sunset No. 2 mine, wherein it is sug- 
gested that the act regulating the insjioc 
lion of metalliferous mines be more 
rigidly enforced. ThoOrocommondation 
of the jury is quite in keeping witli tho 
facts of till' case. This must not be con- 
strued in any way as a relloction on the 
manner in wliicli .Mine Inspector Mc- 
Gregor performs the duties of the olhce, 
but rather a snggestion that more in 
S[)eclors he employed. I'nder present 
conditions the work of insiiecting all the 
iiietallifernns iiiiaes of British (Jolumbia, 
devolves upon one man. This is a great 
deal upon one man. There is a great 
need for nssislant inspectors, and the 
goyernnient sliould lose no time in np 
pointing iii. least one more. In so doing 
I it would 1)0 well to provide th.at one of 
I the two inspectors shall devote himself 
enliroly to the Kossliiiid camp, wdieri 
1 the largo niiniber of working mines di^ 
niand constant vigilance on the part of 
the mine Inspector.— Rosslnnd Miner.

the jury. There is no doubt llmt llam- 
liioiul WHS llu; murderer, but to niiikc 
the proor conclusive iiccording to law is 
not so easy witliout- BoinetUiug very dc- 
Huitc to go upon. A number 6t witiiesse; 
were summoned and Sorst. Lansloy took 
up. the Snanlcll 'Ontl of the case while 
rroviucliil Coustablo Atkins nttondei 1o 
Ksquiiniilt. where lI:iniiiion<l was last 
neeii alive. A verv iinporlaiit matter was 
the diseoveiy that a key wliich was found 
on Hamiiioiid's boilv fitted llie iiadlcjek 
which kept the Siiiitli cabin door closed, 
and was touiid locked liy Smiths father 
when the murder was discovered, t In;-- 
wifuld seem to make assurance doubly 
sure that IJaiiimoiiil vvas the murderer, 
for the door could only have bct^ii locked 
iiftor Smith had l)eeii killed and the 
body stowed away in the corner of the 
cabin so that it could not be seen by 
iinyoiu' jiassiiii; the window. 

A •,'entleuiaii named Stewart Stated 
last night that he had passed tbe Ham- 
mond cabin on Sunday weels, but tliough 
ho was within ten feet of -the place h 
did. not notice anytliinjj as lie was not 
on the same side as the door. He met 
a young man out shooting some di.stanco 
■from there and aa he was a stranger to 
that part of the district, Mr. Stewart 
thought it just possilile it might liavi 
been' young Smith. This, ho\vin-(!r, doe; 
not throw any additional light on the 
tragedy for .Smith must have been kill 
ed several days before tlint. His body 
was lirought into town yesterday by 
Sergeant: Ijangley and placed in y the 
morgue, and it is probable if tlie post 
niortom i.s over in time that the inquest 
will be opened tliisi afternoon.

SAVAGES Ori" TEIIBET. 

How An Explorer Describes Hitherto 
Unknown People Discovered liy 
Him. 

■\Vlii. .1. Held In St. Louis C lobe-I )enioerat 
My recent journey of exploration 
tlirough Western Cliina and Northwest 
■em Tliibet had been accomplished with- 
oulTdisaster, save tor the cnoimous hard 
:sliips required to pass over the vast 
jiioiiiitain ranges of the Eastern Kiien 
liun .system, and to combat the uiialter 
.uIjIo hostility of the fierce and barbarous 
races inhabiting tlii.s hitherto unknown 
region, which undesirable adjuncts we 
eventually discovered were the most 
jnenacing coiiconiitaiit.s besotting geo- 
graphical and scientific research in 
Central Asia. This journey, entered up- 
on wilh trepidation and hesitancy, in 
view of the failure of generations of 
e.xiilorers who had gone before, carried 
UK tliroiiKli over 2,000 miles of territory, 
never visited b.v a white man before, 
save from native rei)orts a veritable 
term incognita. AVe had loft the cosnio- 
politaii port of Shanghai early in the 
ye;ir, and, after running the gauntlet 
■ v,{ .■shipwreck, disease, famine and the 
cviKiuc'riiig of the hostility of tliosi' 
warlike races which beset our passage, 
b?" early summer sad successfully peiio- 
"trated up the current of the Yangste- 
3Ciang tributaries, the ICinslia-Kiaug 
uind Dji-Chu, to the border line between 
China proper and Thibet, where our 
campaign of exploration began in earnest 
tbC; arduou.s and seemingly impossible 
journey through the untamed <wild8 of 
the Hoang-Ho. That we were able to 
succeed fully justified the accuracy of 
-our contention — which had been viewed 
■aslfflaicb by the googniphists— that iu this 
;a(aniicr only could .this mysterious 
guarded land be oatorcd and explored 
with any. degree oX success. 

By this journey we wero able to com- 
plete the work left unfinisbed by the 
Kiissiau explorer, Prjevalsky, and by the 
sply-ing^of , the various., geographical and 
..eflinblbglcdl "secrets of the ' Eastern 
Kuen-Lun stope to 'give, to the world 
for the first thne.. some .kno^vf ledge con- 
cerning this region; wltti tt<*curate infor- 
mation of the many curious races and 
tribes inhabitiiife, it. ^iJThe most'important 
of these investigatloBS was that carried 
on among' the .Tourgouths, a' strange 
race, .which, although numerically one 
•of the largjpst in Asia, have hilherlo. 
by' tlieir unqueiichablc .hostility, forbid- 
"dcn sciep tific - rcsearicli. .' 
Numbering, "as far a'S' can bo detormiji- 
■ -cd';' nearly half a million people, they 
•occupy the vast arcu'I^lng between the 
Kources of the Yangste-Kiang and 
Honng-Ho, although nomad offshoots are 
to be found generally "througliout East- 
ern Thibet and Western -CIpnn. It 
would i' be » an /utter impossibility to 
imagine ,n^-'country inore sterile and un- 
prcpossesalrig :than that in -Nvhich they 
«ro domiciled, "-.For its greater extent 
it is a blcak.-nnd,,repellimt plateau cov- 
ered with ■•. simdy and ■ Story deserts. 
These arciciit 'up at frequent intervals 
by '»now-c6vel'ed mountain ranges, and 
'.crossed by numerous shallow strennis, 
,^fwhich . rise from the ground and disap- 
fttienr' arfew mines farther on, being prac- 
^iticiLlIy. of little or no use aa available 
''■\nif'erwayK, What little vegetation exists 
Is. sheltered upon the lower i)lains near 
to, thfe-tribtitiirios of the Yangtse-Kiang 
■and Hoang-IIo and on the slopes of 
the minor ranges. One seemed periielu- 
illj.V'to ht in air Intenninable country 
,1)rirdoring on the Dead Sen, where ■ de- 
fiolatinu. over reigns to mark an awful 
ijlidgmcnt. - 

.One of the strangest of the Tourgouth 
tribes." and'- piiuiprically. the: largosr, are 
jlin Cliaji,-;A7r,,i' who .occupy the entire 
Hoiilliern platojiu ofKoko. Nor and the 
region bordering on i)\0 T.nigos of the 
IJah/n Kara ifld. Tills .^tr;iri|!rt> rare eon- 
cists of a nupOior of^ isolated trihea, 
■flinrering widely in appeaninee .•lud laii- 
gnngp. Thus it is no uncommon thing 
to find in one villnge a people with in- 
•duhiliihlo Mongol traces, wlillo in nn- 
-othor hut a day's journey removed the 
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featural '.chaWcteriStics /art uomistal;- 
'ably •8iqail|ar';t:o..\:thps.e 6t the moun- 
tain tribes' on "the Northern Indian bor- 
der; the spoken language varying as 
widely, even coinnioii nouns represent- 
ing the most familiar objects, such as 
a stone, u tree, or horse, being widely 
dissimilar. The-^Ohutt-Ass.'are not rc-ai 
'J'ourgouths, but a sort of offshoots, who 
have intermarried witb the Sifau or 
Tnngutuaii tribes to the southward. The 
men are well grown- and fairly good 
looking; but the femalos are the"mo^,t 
repulsive creiituros,-'*wJtK huge iealurds, 
and having groat faith ip the pernicious 
habit of disliguring themselves by num- 
erous slits in the ears and nose, from 
which are hung small strings of metal 
beads. The males are nearly naked, 
and tattooed 'upon the stomach, sides 
and backs so closely as not to permit 
an inch of the original flesh, to be seen, 
♦•specially when .they arc rubbed with 
red oelire, which seems to be the i)re- 
vailing fashion. The only hair u|)oii 
tlieu- i)erson is a. small tUft on top of the 
bead, wliicli is dressed into a coue shape 
.•iiid oniamonled -nnth feathers,' or else 
cined down the back in greasy plaits, 
ill the case of the women stretched out 
on a faii^siiaped frame. 

As a face, they are a dirty and fiKliv 
lot of llie most degraded savages, build- 
ing no substantial dwellings, except 
:iiiioiig (he agricultural tribo8; hut with 
their herds of .vaks iiiid horses wandering 
over the coiiiilry, living ill tents made 
of yak skin:; or in a small hole dug in 
• beV^rouiid. spending the time not coii- 
sunieil in attending to their eat lie in 
silling around small dnng fires and 
drinking onormons quantities of tea — 
iiol llie ordinary tea of coiiiiiierce. but 
a biller. insipid and altogether iiiferi)r 
mixliire. consisting of dried yellow onion 
hcails mi.ved with iiiiinberless other 
herbs. Although the most vaingloriona 
.•111(1 loud Irdkiiig of boastei'.i and buf- 
foons, lliey are a cowiirdly race, never 
straying far rroiii their own settlements 
and forsaliing their villages without pnv 
(est 111 the first iiiliiiiatidn of a raid 
by the neighboring Tourgouths and Sif- 
.•III trilies. Willi whom they live in a stale 
of constant hostility and dread. 

There is no settled form of govern- 
ment, the constitution of soeii-ty every- 
where being very simple. Among the 
more advanced tribes rank is hereditary, 
otherwise the chiefs generally luive little 
j)ower, most matters being settled liy 
^1 rude jury known as a "iniilo," con- 
sisting of the old men of tbe tribe. Al- 
most ever.v crime is condoned by Jiay- 
ment. this leniency causing a brnt.ilily 
and l>lood.v license which provokes long 
protracted feiiils and wars, not only 
.•imoiig individuals and niemlie'rs of the 
same Irilio. but wilh other trilies. Al- 
most constant aggression is the worst 
trait of this people, instignting sanguin- 
ary strife rather than punishing aggres- 
sions or misdemeanors. 

The position of woman among the 
Cliiin-Az is very low, and the traveller 
iu this country cannot fail to he struck 
b.v the hardness and misery of her lot. 
Although, owing to the scarcity of fe- 
males, a WDinaii is a valuable coiiimo- 
ility, she is treated in the utmost eoii- 
teiiipt, and her existciu'e is iiifmitely 
worse than the very animals (,f her lord 
and master. Polyandry is generally 
practiced, increasing tin' horror of her 
position, for she is required to the slave 
to a iinmber of masters, who treat her 
with the most rigorous harshness and 
brutality. From the day of her birth 
until death fortunately relieves her suf- 
ferings her life is one protracted period 
of iihiise and degradation. Slu? is call- 
ed uiion to perform the most menial 
and disgusting services, and the entire 
manual labor of the cominuiiity, it being 
considered degrading iu a male to en- 
gage in other labor than that provided 
by warfare and the chase. The right 
to her possession by her iiiimeroiis liii.-' 
bands is detennined by age. When 
the oldest is not engaged in some e.>;pedi 
tion which keeps him absent from hi: 
village he places his boots ami weapcjiis 
over the door of the dwelling, and un- 
til he has gone the others are obliged 
to keep away, when the next in age 
takes up the joint property. Should tin 
eldest husband die, however, the rights 
of Kuccr^ssion are detennined by force 
of might, which custom gives rise, not 
infrequeiill.v, to bloinl.v and long pi-o 
traded feuds. Tbe life of woman, be 
iiig held 'ill little or no esteem, is taken 
upon the li'asi ciJiiipiiiictioii, niid suicides 
among the female population are of fre- 
quent occurieiice. 

Among nearly all savage races a cer- 
tain alTeclion is manifested by parents 
ill their offsiiring. Among the Chun-Az, 
however, such an abstract moral (pian- 
tily as affection is absolutely unknown, 
and when one has witnessed the hard- 
ships alteiiding the early life of the 
cliildr(>n of this strange race one cannot 
help wondering how they manage to sur- 
vive. When a child is to be born the 
inotlKr is driven from the village in 
which she lives, and is coin])elled to 
l:ike up her ahoile iu some other hilt or 
cave in the open country, a .-icanty sup- 
ply of food, fiiriiished by her husbamls, 
being brought to her once a wi'ek by 
the other women of the tribe. The chilli 
being born, the mother n>ni!!iiis with 
it for one or two months, jnid then, 
leaving it in llie cave, relurns to the vil- 
la.go iiiid iiifornis her eldest husband of 
its birlh. and Hie jilace where she has 
let it. If ihe child is a male, some coii- 
sideraliiin is shown lo her; slioulil it be 
ii female inl'iiiil, liowcvci^, Iwy l,,t is 
frighlfnl, for aside from llie severe beat- 
ing to which she i.s siibjecled by her 
husband, she suffers the sem-n mid eon- 
luiiiely of those of her own sex. If the 
child is a male, the husband goes to the 
place ■ where ■ it is hidden and brings it 
back' to the .village; should it be of the 
opposite^ sex. he is left to his own vi>li- 
tion; sometimes he returns wilh the 
female infuut as often he ignores ii eii 
tirely and allows it to perish, or iniiy 
dispofie of it 'to some otber nian ,is ii 
prospective Wife iu-tbe future for some 
eligihlo^son." ' ; 

During the nearly Uftj of a male child, 
a number of curious ceremonies arc ol 
served. When it is a .v<'ar old it is 
washed in some ihxjI or body of watei 
suiiposed lo be under Iho especial pat 
roiiage of the deities, and after being 
siiieanvl with oil, the forehead and or- 
gans are baptized with yak-dung— to 
which the native belief ascribes many 
fiolent (iiialilics— iu <u^der to Insitfe ro- 
bust iiess and fearlessncsH in war and 
the cliiiHe. At an early age the boy is 
impressed with the. nnmorous duties re- 
quired nf bira. When hardly ablo^ to 
walk he is given weapons, and hI; the 
age of 12 years is usually nu accom- 
plished hiiiiler. When !."> years of age 
he is reniiired logo through an iiiitinlion 
cel-einony prior to becoming an .-ictivi 
liieinber of the tribe. 1'lils fiiiiciiDn is 
one accompanied b.v the most trying 
ordeals, being carried on before a couir- 
eil of chiefs, jiriests and witch doctm^s, 
who closely watch the youth wliilo be 
is being subjected lo such inhuman tor- 
tures as being strung up by the thumbs, 
burned with red-hot irons and other 
kindred cruellies which only the most 
savage and brutalized savage mind 
could devise. If he passes through this 
trying ordeal without manifesting. signs 
of pain, the next stage of his initiation 



is proceeded with. SboH4,^Pf)iffJjhj6 
lot is far worse than '.t^^.'taiPJC^.Brfift&^i 
miserable sla ve; he i.s -miselilWy beaten 
and abused, subject to the contumely of 
all, until the uiifortuiiato wretch, goad- 
ed into desperation, gladly ends his 
existence. Having passed the first 
stage, the youth is isolated in a hut at 
some distance from the village, aiid, 
denied food, is required to go through a 
lengthy period of starvation, being visit- 
ed , from time to lime by the priests, 
who proviile with slips of prayer tiaper 
and inculcate in his iiiiiid the jirecepts 
of the religion of his fathers. On his 
release ho is provided wilh weapons, 
and must apiiear before the council 
williia a staled lime with proof's i>t his 
lirowess as a hunter or warrior, else he 
cannot become a member of the tribe. 

As it is obligatory on a man fo have 
reached a (^erlaiii position of importance 
before he is allowed to marry, marriages 
occur very late among the Oliiiii-Az— to 
Ibis dmilitless may be ascribed the abil- 
iy tof the women to keep tlniir good 
looks for a longer period than among 
most savage races. When a warrior, 
surfeited witli the glory of martial 
strife, desir(>s a wife, be waits upon the 
father of the girl who has attracted his 
eye, with an offer of marriage. The 
la I lor, after weighing the matter care- 
full v, for a refusal is liable to cause a 
loii.g-prolracted and bloody fend, in turn 
appears before the " lamas." or priests, 
and acquaints them with the na- 
ture of the offer, at the same 
time paying to them a niunilicenl 
bribe to secure the answer >^( (he deities 
as to whether the union should be en- 
lercd into. The young inau, slioiild he 
be diplomatic enough, has nu'anwliile 
carried a larirer bribe to the lamas, who 
successfully "bleed" both father and 
suitor to the limit of safety, when Ihe 
decision is given favoring the claims of 
the one who has been most liberal in 
his gifts. This, however, is bur the 
coinnieiieeinent of an ordeal through 
whi(h the love-lorn suitor must pass. 
During an entire month he must keep 
the family of his favored one supidied 
with fresh meal and oilier luxuries, and 
must also be coiislanll.v on his guard 
against rival suitors, who are bound lo 
enter similar ofl'ers. At the eiid_ of 
another month the chosen one is invited 
to a graml feast by the father of tlie 
girl, wliere the betrothal is scaled by 
encli cutting an incision in the arm and 
iiiiiigliiig the blood llowiiig from the 
wound. This function ■''if " blooil- 
briitlierhood " having been liiiished. the 
girl is brought forward, smeared wilh 
grease and various colored pigments, 
adorned in all her finery aiid wilh a 
rope lied around her neck as a badge 
of subservience. 

Then ensues a scene of the shrewdest 
bargaining, the father dilaliiig on the 
good points of the ^'irl. iiiucli in tlii" 
ma liner that a coMiioisseiir of blooded 
slock would dilate on the good points 
of .111 animal, while the suitor, having 
calculated how many cattlo hciis will- 
ing lo giv(> for her, strives to secure her 
at the lowest possible price. The 
wishes of tlio woman are never con- 
sulted, but the bargaining goes" on for 
days, and even weeks, until a final set- 
tlement has been arrived at. The requi- 
site price having been paid, she is led 
to Ihe house of her husband, where slii> 
is subjected to a severe beating, in <ir- 
der to properly linmbli- her sjurit, and 
as a t(d;en of his newly aci|iiired aiitlior- 
ily over her. At the conclusion of this 
iiiiamiable reception, the is <d)lige(l to 
rush round the vill;ige. loudly proclaim- 
ing the merits and valor of lier husband, 
meanwhile touching those objects which 
are supposed to have a potent iiillneiice 
oil hdr future welfare, sudi as the 
ti'iits of the cattle of tlii' little stone 
idols placed in front of each d-welliiig. 
r.y her sale, loiwever, her father does 
iKil nitircly relinquish his claims npon 
her. but iiiiiy sell her over and over 
again to suitors who may come after, 
until she may have as many as half a 
dozen husbands. 

The ('liiin-Az, from wliiit we were 
able to gather of their beliefs, are pos- 
si'sscd of a (leeply ri'ligioiis spirit, and 
iIk' lamas and witch doctors bold al- 
most iiiiliiiiiled sway, their aiitocrati 
power being superior even to that of 
the chiefs. In its basic elements their 
religion is Ruddhistic, but more ntteii- 
tiin is iiaid to various forms of nnim- 
mery ;iiid magic, in no wise dissimilar 
from Ihe lowest forms of African fetish 
worship. There are numberless dei- 
ties, eac^h tribe, and, in fact, each fam- 
ily, being guarded by some patron god, 
,wlio guards the individual during Jifo, 
and to whom tlie soul must be. delivered 
on death. Two or three times a year 
the most fanatical religious rites are 
celebrated, when saerj^ces of cattle, and 
sometimes of prisopcirs' ofrifwar, are 
made. ' ' 

The worship of deceased ancestors is 
carried on among all tribes. Twice 
year tlio bones of the former are dugiip 
and religiously washed, it forming a 
ludicrous sight in the extreiue, to wa.fyii 
the preternatural gravity M-itli wliicli 
Ihe natives go about this stii|)cndoiis 
operation, carrying |M)Is of water to the 
open graves and religiously scrubbing 
the bones with the siiiceresl assidiii'y. 
WIicii we first saw this operation, it 
struck us as being remarkably fiiiin.v. 
but lo 1hi> iialivcs themselves it is an 
intensely solemn and sacred ceremony. 
As the possession of a large " boiiery " 
gives to the forlunale indivirhial great 
powi.'r ill the tribe, these bones are 
seized upon for debt, or on the inaugu- 
ration of a fend, the person or family 
so deiiriveil of its sacred relics being 
shunned by the others until -the" bones 
shall have been redeemed.

Sir: This question is put rcry.-frjHiuentiy, 
and Is "dnswered In curious vtaya. The 
general answer Is: Spend more money. I 
want to suggest anuther way— make mun- 
muncy, Inerens'' our triule. Uow can this be 
(loiieV Till' answer lu that questhm is 
simiile: It) Get a fnmiiUan ruute In tn 
the Klondike. The report of Major Walsli 
Is the most seiislhle Iiroduction ot aiiv 
ufdelal which I liave yet seen on this 
matter. He is suriirlsed at the apathy 
shown by the pc<)i)li. of Camilla when the 
tnidi? ot the Klomllke Is meiilhmed. T!h' 
Major thinks the trade may - amount to 
?oO,UOO,OtH) a year, and that that would be 
a tine market for tiie East ot Canada. It 
Is true the produce of the Blist, of Mani- 
toba and of tho Northwest will -be taken 
as well as the produce of Itrltisli Columhia. 
hut the iiH'rchaiKllslug mav he done liv tile 
cities uf iiur Coast, liv Victoria umrVMU- 
ciniver. This trade enmiot he done by 
c.iriiel-baggers: so if Kasti'in merehaiil.s 
wlsli Id go into tlie trade tliev must es- 
tablish themselves on the Coast. 

These last few weeks iiulte a lluod of talk 
has been let loose against the projected 
Canadian route by the Stlklne and Tosllii 
lake. Traced to Its source, it conies from 
this: A stcuniur, tho Anglican, run on a 
sand-bar* on entering the Hootallnqun, .and 
was snld by friends f rom 'Skagway to have 
boon dashed to pieces and to have dis- 
appeared altogether. She tried a wrong 
cliaiiiiel, ran aground, was fast a diiv ur 
twii. then steamed to Port Selkirk, ilttle 
the worse of the trip. Since that we have 
Imil (wenty wursi- acelilonts la the North- 
ern seas and rivers, Imt tlie routes have 
not on tliat aeeniint h{'en eomlemiieil. The 
Iirumuters of this SUagwiiy iMjiite may go 
on iiiiil make money as fast as they Imagine 
tliey are going to, hut w<' want a way in. 
free from customs hoiisi'S, and by which 
goods can be carried nt usual commercial 
rates, enabling the mluers to live at a 
.fourth of the present coat, or enalillni; 
tho country at saine cost as now to sustain 
four times tho number ot men. That Is 
how to lmpro%'e Victoria.

YoarH Old.

During his comprohonslve explorations 
In Kgvpt, I'rof. Flinders Petrle cnme iipnn 
nn aiu-lent cemetery of very luirge pruiiur- 
tions. from which ho unoartlicil a great 
number of skeletons beluiigiug to n peopl'^ 
which have since been termed "the new 
race." 

A representallve collection of these skel- 
etons, carefully numbered, have now ar- 
rived at tlie Cambridge University from the 
spot near Thehes where they were fiuuiil. 
Material was thus furnished for a study of 
variation In the human skeleton, and tho 
series of mimite measurements which have 
been mndp not only fumlshcs vnlnnble sta- 
tistics, but brings out several Interesting 
features wnlth n gard to the origlniil own 
ers of the bndli's. 

The ancient peo|)le, according to the dis- 
coverer of thi'ir rc-malns, conslltuted a 
"branch of the same Tdbyan race that 
formed the Anionlte power," and their date- 
Is put doiiwn by him as between iJ.OUO ami 
4,0(10 r..c. , 

Tile dliiieuslciiis of tlie long'iDOncs point 
to a stature similar tn that Of the French, 
but while In France the women vary most, 
the opiioslte held good with "tlie new 
race." Taking evervthing Into considera- 
tion, support Is given by llie Investigation 
to a generalization In I'rof, Pearson's 
forthcoming hook on the "Chances of 
Deatli," tliat "tin- more primitive and sav- 
age a race the less will bi' tln' viirlation 
of hiith sexes, anil the greater jvill lie the 
npproacli to eiiuallty of variation between 
them." 

That the early Inhabitants of tho country 
round Thebes followed the primitive cus- 
tom of "Kiiuatting" Is shown bv the stno-- 
ture of the laaies of the feot, which m;iiii- 
fest the pecnllarifies found In inodeni 
tribes adopting tliat pnietiee. 

A Simian diarairter, viz., the sacral notch 
In tlie base (.f the vertebral column, was 
looked fin-, ami might have biMoi expecteo 
In such an earlv race. It was, however, 
looked fur In vain, lu fact. In many char- 
acteristics the ski'h-tous are must muderii, 
while in ulhers lliey are the reverse. 

The men and wumen tu whom tliey ne- 
longea may lie summed np as a hard}-", vig- 
orous people. In the proportion of their 
limbs .approaching to the negroes, whl|>i 
the spine and shoulder blades show a more 
dotormlnnble affinity to Kuropenns.
